Boyne City Schools may be 
facing a budget deficit as much as 
$1,151,447 in 1990 according to a 
tentative budget worked out for 
the school board by Superinten- 
dent Rich Kelly. 

Kelly said that the budget was 
worked out for three years, and 
although it shows that the school 
system is spending more on 
education than they are getting 
in from tax revenues, the state 
does not allow schools to operate 
with deficit budgets. 

That means the school board 
will probably be asking voters 
within the next year for a sub- 
stantial increase in operational 
millage to keep the system out of 
the red, 

Kelly said the schools will be 
needing at least 2.8 mills to 3.4 
mills just to stay the same as 
they are spending for education 
presently. 

He also said that if the 
proposed bonding issue passes 
which would allow for the expan- 
sion of the Elementary, Middle 
Schools and the repairs on the 
high school, then the school 
system will need to hire ad- 
ditional] teachers to work in the 
new classrooms. 

Ultimately, he said, the schools 
will be needing an additional 6.02 
to 6.82 mills to maintain the 
present educational levels. 

Kelly said the greatest part of 
the school budget is in the paying 
for teachers, support personnel 
and the fringe benefits required. 
Kelly says the “people costs” are 
about 83 percent of the budget. 

In building the budget, Kelly 
said he figured the growth of the 
school district would allow a 6.5 
percent factor and he used that 
in figuring out what the school 
system needs will be each year 
for three years. 

In figuring the expense side of 
the budget, Kelly told the board 
he was trying to be as realistic as 
possible, with percentages 
ranging from nothing in some 
areas Lo as much as ten percent 
in others. 

Kelly reiterated to the board 
that because of the hiring of eight 
new teaching positions in the last 
several years, the school system 
has been using up the fund equity 
balance they have. 

The fund equity is used as a 
contingency fund to help pay for 
emergencies caused by the board 
spending in other areas. Presen- 
tly, the fund equity fund started 
the school year with about 
$442,906 bul by the end of the

Carl Skornia collapses, 
dies at hearing 


Carl Skornia, the Township 
Supervisor of Bay Township, 
collapsed after being the last 
speaker at a wetlands hearing 
being held at the Bay Township 
Hall last Tuesday and was 
declared dead upon arrival at 
Northern Michigan Hospital. 

Skornia was at the hearing 
because the township is trying to 
get approval for a new township 
park to be located on Walloon 
Lake. The wetlands hearing was 
to get public input concerning 
some fill dirt that is needed to 
allow for parking along a road. 
The hearing was being held by 
the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) after someone 
had asked that a hearing be held. 

Skornia was the last speaker 
to address the hearing officers, 
according to the officers, and 
collapsed shortly after returning 


to his seat. He was trying to see 
the project move toward com- 
pletion and urged the DNR to act 
in that direction. 

Several people attempted to 
revive Skornia through the use 
of CPR and that was continued 
by the Boyne City Ambulance 
crew that responded to the cail. 

A short time later, the hearing 
broke up and a call was received 
by township officials notifying 
them that Skornia had died. 

He had been on the Township 
Board for many years and has 
been serving as the Supervisor 
and assessor for about 10 years. 

Skornia retired from teaching 
with the Boyne City School 
system after undergoing a heart 
bypass operation two years ago. 
He has had a history of heart 
trouble, according to others in

I'monly three years old. 
Santa Claus will come to my house 

Cause I'm just as good as gold. 
Thave been told about it through 
the years. 

Everyone did not have a 
Christmas tree then, they were 
very special. They were in- 
troduced to America by German 
settlers and mercenaries in the 
early 1700s but were not 
generally accepted until over 100 
years later. Then they became 
popular in the towns and in cabins 
on the frontier as well. People 
saved scraps of cloth, yarn and 
cotton for dolls. I remember one 
year when Mother bought new 
heads for our old dolls. You could 
send to Sears, Roebuck for doll 

oheads for 10 cents or a quarter 

then. Of course, she made new 
clothes for those dolls, I wonder 
now, when she found the time. 

I would like to share with you 
some ideas from an editorial writ- 
ten by my niece, Bonnie, for her 
church newsletter. She says, 
“Some of my fond memories are of 
studying quilts made by my gran- 
dmother and recognizing the little 
pieces of material.

The trail system for 
the North American 
VASA Cross-Country 
ski race has seen 
remarkable im- 
provement in 
preparation for the 
1988 event. 

With the 
cooperation of Joe 
Fields, area forest 
manager with the 
Department of Natural 
Resources, and the 
dedicated, hard work 
of Mark Douglass, 
Chief of Course, and 
Gus Konopnicki, 
Assistant Chief of 
Course, the VASA 
trail has been widened 
to 12 feet throughout 
the majority of the 
system. 

In the past two 
months, Douglass, 
Konopnicki and the 
volunteer trail crew 
have cut trees and 
branches, utilizing 
some portions of last 
year’s VASA trail and 
also cutting into new 
areas.

Most freeway rest areas 
to stay open in winter 


Across the state, 
workers are getting 
ready to close some of 
the state’s 79 rest 
areas and 96 roadside 
parks for the winter. 

Ten rest areas 
statewide will close 
on Dec. 15, and reopen 
April 1. 

“Tourist use goes 
down in the winter 
and at the same time 
snow removal drives 
maintenance costs 
up,” said Muarice 
Witteveen, MDOT’s 
chief maintenance 
engineer. “Our rest 
stops are well-used in 
the summer, but 
when the snow comes, 
it's difficult to main- 
tain the entrance and 
exit ramps in a safe 
manner.” 

Signs will be erec- 
ted advising 


motorists of the tem- 
porary closure and 
the distance to the 
next open rest area. 
Of the state's 96 
roadside parks, 
located in the most 
scenic areas of the 
state, nine will remain 
open and at least 
eight will remain par- 
tially open during 
winter months. 
“Winter main- 
tenance is expensive,” 
Witteveen said, ‘so 
every year we re- 
examine the closure 
program. First of all, 
we want to make sure 
closing a rest area 
represents a substan- 
tial savings. And we 
do not want to incon- 
venience tourists, sin- 
ce winter tourism is a 
vital part of the 
state's economy. 


“Although we will 
have to close some 
parking lots because 
of snow we do not 
want to close any lots 
that may result in a 
long walk for han- 
dicapped persons.”

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Cold increases danger of hypothermia 


While tem- 
peratures do not have 
to be extremely cold 
for hypothermia - low 
body temperature ~ to 
be at threat, the onset 
of colder weather 
does increase the 
chances that 
hypothermia can 
strike the unwary. 
Consumers Power 
Company (CPCo) 


warns, as the season 
changes, that most 
people who become 
hypothermia victims 
do so in temperatures 
between 30 and 50 
degrees, 

“For most people, 
mild exposure to cold 
will not cause 
hypothermia because 
their bodies’ defenses 
are equal to the task,’ 


said Chris Bandy, 
CPCo's Area Com- 
munity Services 
Director. “However, 
older &dults may 
develop low body 
temperatures because 
they have difficulty 
conserving body heat, 
and infants and in- 
dividuals weakened 
by injuries or diseases 
may also be at risk.” 


The average nor- 
mal body tem- 
perature is 98.6 
degrees Fahrenheit; a 
body temperature 
below 95 degrees is 
considered hypother- 
mic. 

“When a person’s 
body is chilled, certain 
bodily defenses are 
automatically set in 
motion,” Bandy said. 


“When those defenses 
are triggered, the 
blood vessels in the 
skin narrow, and body 
heat is conserved by 
reducing the amount 
of blood that flows 
near the body surface. 
If the condition 
becomes more 
serious, other 
automatic reflexes, 
such as shivering,

easy to detect. The 
condition is often 
overlooked or 
dismissed as disorien- 
tation, lack of coor- 
dination, or  con- 
fusion.” 

There are some 
warning signs to wat- 
ch for, which could in- 
dicate hypothermia: 

- Cool or cold skin, 
particularly on the 
stomach, lower back, 
arms, legs, hands and 
feet. The skin may be 
very pale, but also 
may have large, 
irregular blue or pink 
spots, 

- Unusual muscle 
stiffness, particularly 
in the neck, arms and 
legs, sometimes ac- 
companied by a fine 
trembling on one side 
of the body or in one 
arm or leg. 

- A “puffy" 
swollen face. 

- Diffieulty with 
walking, problems 
with balance, poor 
eoordination and 
jerky movements. 

- Slowed breathing 
and heart rate, 
perhaps to the point 
of being difficult to 
detect, in severe 
hypothermia. 

“As hypothermia 
sets in, one of the first 
symptoms is mental 
confusion that gets 
worse as the body 
temperature falls,” 
Bandy said. “Logical 
thinking may be im- 
paired and the person 
may become com- 
pletely disoriented. 
Apathy and 
decreased physical 
energy are common. 
The person may not 
seem to care what is 
happening and will 
not take action to 
reduce the danger. 
Irritable, hostile and 
aggressive behavior 
May occur.” 

Professional medi- 
cal attention is 
required for people 
suffering from 
hypothermia, but un- 
til that help is 
available, there are 
other things to do: 

- Insulate the per- 
son's head and neck, 
and use blankets, 
quilts, towels, clothing
